Teachers  found  innovative 
ways  to  make  90-minute  classes  seem  much 
shorter.  Incorporating  lectures,  individual  or 
group  assignments,  analysis  and  interpretation,  or 
study  time,  students  found  many  classes  "outside 
the  ordinary."
